He was 
caught in the southern storm which was 
moving up the coast, and when the torpedo 
boats were battered about by the seas the

After several hours of hard work the 
Peoria succeeded in picking up the line of the 
Adder. Just as this was accomplished the 
cruiser Yankton, which had been sent.to the 
rescue from the Norfolk navy yard, made its 


appearance. Thereupon the Peoria and the 


Adder started at once to make Norfolk. 
The cruiser Yankton reached the distressed 
vessels at 4:30 o’clock in the afterndéon and 
made many efforts to get a line aboard the 
Moccasin, but failed each time. Finally, 
after having repeatedly risked great danger 
in the attempts to save the little war dog, 
the Yankton was compelled to give up its ef- 
forts and to leave the Moccasin drifting help- 

inally Goes Ashore. 

Several hours later the Moccasin went 
ashore about five miles below Currytuck life 
saving station, off the coast of North Caro- 
lina. At last reports the life saving crew at 
that point was making preparations to go to 
the rescue as soon as the sea abated suffi- 
ciently’ to enable them to a launch a boat. 
According to a message received here over 
the United States weather bureau wires the 
Peoria at 4:40 p. m. wae heading for the 
Virginia capes barely stemming the tide. At 
that rate it is expected the tug with the 
Adder in tow would make Hampton roads 
early tomorrow. The Yankton is expected 
within the capes éarly in the morning. The 
wind is still blowing at forty miles an hour 
off coast and the seas are running high. 


British Cruiser on Rocks. 
Vancouver, B. C.,; Dec. 3.—[Special.]—The 
British ‘cruiser Flora, carrying 312 officers 
and men, went on the rocks at Denman 
island in a dense fog today. Tl? men es- 
caped, but it is feared the may bea 
total loss. 
Thé Flora was going at a high rate of 
speed when it struck, its bow drum being 
driven on the shelf of rocks with a crash 
which shook seamen from their feet and 
shivered the big cruiser from end to end. 
The sea rushed in quickly through the ope» 
scuppers, and soon the after part of the 
vessel was below water. The officers were 
driven from their quarters and wére only 
able to save what few things they could 
carry in their hands. ‘he cruiser, which 
is worth $1,250,000, is believed to be a total 


wreck. 

It is believed the wreck war due to the 
navigating officer mistaking a red spar buoy 
for a beacon on the opposite side of the 
ckannel four miles south. He turned to port, 
thinking he was avoiding this. instead of 
going to starboard, as he should have done. 
When he discovered his mistake the cruiser 
was piled high on the rock. 
The Flora is a twin screw steel vessel, 320 
feet long, drawing over 19 feet, with 4,360 
tens displacement. It carries 312 men, and 
has a speed of over 19 knots. 

Swedish Ship Ashore, 

Lewes, Del., Dec. 3.—North Beach life sav- 
ing station reports that the Swedish ship 
Dharwar, with a cargo of matting from 
Hongkong for New York, is ashore a few 
miles from Ocean City, Md. It is feared the 
vessel will be a total wreck, as a heavy sea is 
running and the wind is blowing thirty-six 
miles an hour. The North Beach life savers 
have been unable to launch the lifeboat to go 
to the rescue of the crew. The wrecking 
steamer North America has left the Dela- 
ware breakwater to go to the assistance of 
the Dharwar. 

The eleven members of the crew of the 
Dharwar, who remained on board, and the 
wife and two children of the captain have 
been landed by the aid of the breeches buoy.

In Court, Blind, Paralytie—In Private, 
Sprightly but Lazy. 


In court a blind, helpless woman, gently 
carried on a cot, with her paralyzed limbs 
and arm covered with blankets, plaintiff tn 
a $30,000 personal injury suit against the 
Chicago City railway company, which is 
charged with being responsible for her 
dition. 4 

In her room at a Chicago hotel, a sprightly 
person, solving puzzle pictures, gossiping 
about people seen at a distance, lying abed 
from laziness, or collecting her own clothing 
and dressing herself when up, and, withal, 
fearing that detectives are spying on her. 
Miss Inga Hansen has been leading this 
double life for ten weeks, if the testimony 
given yesterday by Mrs. Jennie C, Naracon 
before Judge Chetlain in the Superior court 
of Cook county is true. While Mrs. Nara- 
con, who is a stenographer for the Mooney 
& Boland detective agency, was on the wit- 
ness stand, the plaintiff lay on her cot near by 
and did ndt challenge the truth of the state- 
ments. Her attorneys, hdwever, took issue 
with them and offered to prove their. false- 
ness. 

The representatives of the railway com- 
pany declined to accept the offer, dryly say- 
ing they wanted “no more theatricals.’ 


Quick Recovery in Hotel. 

Mrs. Naracon told the court how Miss Han- 
sen had recovered from her afflictions each | 
day as soon as she was safely in her room 
at the Sherman house. For ten weeks the 
detective has occupied a room next to Miss 
Hansen’s. 

There fs a locked door between the two 
rooms and between the door and the floor is 
a crack of about five-elghths of an inch. 
Lying on the carpet in her room, Mrs. Nara- 
con declares, she waited and watched for 
hours to obtain testimony regarding Miss 
Hansen and her actions. Looking through 
the aperture, she said, she could see persons 
moving about In the room and after some 
time was able to distinguish some of them. 
She could also hear plainly what was said 
and toek down notes in regard to conversa- 
tions and occurrences. -In the room with 
Miss Hansen, the witness declares, were her 
niece, Sarah Hansen, and Dr. Celestia B, Mes-

D. Childs & Co. since the strike of 
the Franklin union of pressfeeders prize the 
safety and affection of their sweethearts 
more than their positions. They walked out 
yesterday, announcing that the strikers had 
forced them to do so by beginning a cam- 
paign upon the young men of their choice. 
+" The girls said that the Franklin union 
leadefs had learned the names of their 
sweethearts,” said EB. W. Childs of the print- 
ing house. “The young men, it appears, 
mostly are mechanics or tradesmen and be- 
long to unions. Our pressfeeder4 told me 
that the Franklin union strikers had mapped 
out a plan by which they would all be in 
‘hot water ’ if they did not quit. 

‘Strikers Visit the Sweethearts. 
“The strikers, so we are informed,” con- 
tinued Mr. Childs, “ were to visit the mep 


and lay the case before them, with instruc- || 


tions to use their influence against the con- 
tinuance of the girls at work. Should the) 
sweethearts fail to persuade the young wom- 
en to quit they must cease their attentions 
to them. Failing to do either of these two 
things, charges were to be preferred against 
the union men in their organizations; and, 
if they still remained obdurate, there was a 
covert threat. that violence might be ex- 
pected.

DIMS CIRCUS GLORY. 


Hippo’s Yawn, Camel’s Hump, and 


Rider’s Dress All to Be Reformed. 


Art has placed its snuffer on the flaming 
circus “ bills.’”” In future the lurid posters 
that for generations have blazed a way for 
** the most stupendous aggregation of human 
talent and animal marvels ever gathered 
under canvas’ must respect the canons 
nature and the conventionalities of twen- 
tieth century dress. 

In other words, the hippopotamus must not 
be all yawns, nor the camel all hump, while 
the lady in pink tights and gauze skirts who 
has galloped through many generations on 
her prancing steed must come down and don 
a walking skirt. Thus are scattered the 
wonders of youth in this iconoclastic age. 

These revolutionary changes were decreed 
yesterday at the meeting of the directors of 


| the American Bill Posters and Distributers’ 


association at the Auditorium. At the same 
meeting a new side of the bill boards—the 


artistio—was disclosed. | 
Tradition Gives Way to “Art.” 

Representatives of several leading circus 
companies were present. They admitted the 
circus poster was hardly up to the mark, 
‘but pleaded that the public had become so 
wedded to the old styles that to alter them 
would be almost impossible. ss 

“It will not be disputed,” said Secretary 
R. C. Campbell of the association, ‘‘ that the 
circus poster is far behind the other artistic 
conceptions that decorate our bill boards. 
We have a right to demand that camels 
shall be drawn with some regard for ana- 
tomical rules and that hippopotami be cor- 
rectly pictured.” 

“Our camele and our hippos have stood 
the test of time,” replied Si Semen of the 
Forepaugh-Sells combination. “They are 
the kind that generations of circus goers 
have delighted iIn.”’ 

“That’s the trouble,” said Edward A. 
Stahbrodt. “ While everything else has ad- 
vanced, the circus bill board has remained 
where it was fifty years ago. The bareback 
riders are not properly clad and are consid- 
ered objectionable in many circles." 

A committee consisting of an equal number 
of bill posters and circus men was appointed 
to draft a set of rules by which It is expected 
to place circus posters in the esthetic class, 


Discover Art in Bill Boards. 


Then the directors unveiled the hitherto 
unknown artistic side of the bill board. 

*“ Properly decorated bill boards are a dis- 
tinct addition to the artistic side of any. 
community,” declared BE. C. Donnelly of 
Boston. “ They relieve the monotony of a 
dull, uninteresting landscape by their col- 
oring and free the minds of Chicagoans from 
business cares and domestic worries by the 
joyous:and humorous character of their fl- 
lustrated subjects.”

VAST SUMS IN TITHES. 


Contributions of Followers Putat 
$75,000 a Month, While the 
Overseer’s Obligations Are * 
Pat at $250,000. 


“ Unless Dowle can draw on resources out- 
side of the properties represented in Zion 
City, the receivership will not be dissolved 
in five days, as he predicts, nor in five 
months. None of the Zion industries is pay~- 
ing a profit, in my opinion. If Dowle pays 
his debts the money wiil have to come from 
bis followers of from resources unknown t 
the, receivers.” 

After a preliminary investigation of the 
financial condition of the Dowie theocraey, 
Federal Custodian Paul Redieske, repre 
senting Receivers Blount and Currier, made 
the foregoing statement lagt night. It was 
the first official jJudgmen. of the solvency 
of the general overseer to be formulated 
since the receivership began. The informa. 
tion was conveyed to Judge Kohisaat, whe 
issued an order allowing the receivers one 
Week in which to determine whether the 
industries should ‘be continued in operation 
o: should be closed. 


Dowie Mus: Face Referee. 

_ While Receivers Blount and Currier were 
in conference with Dr. Dowie at Shiloh cot} 
tage in the afternoon a movement was on foot 
in Chicago which will result In a publis 
inquiry into the conduct of the Zion ventures, 
In response to a petition of Samuel Bttelson, 
attorney for the creditors who precipitated 
the receivership, Judge Kohisaat ordered 
that Dowte should appear before Referee Sid- 
ney Eastman and give an accounting of hig 
finances. Heretofore Dowle has successfully 
combated all attempts to throw light 6m 
his financial methods. 
Excitement reigned in the Zion administra- 
tion bullding during the afternoon over the 
descent of a creditor who declared that he 


r had a $15,000 claim against Dr. Dowie. After 


a lengthy conference with General Finanéial 
Manager Barnard the creditor returned 
Chicago. On the promise that his name 
would be withheld from publication he Gon 
sented to reveal what he had learned from 
Dowie'’s Heutenants, 


Says Tithes Are $75,000 a Month. — 
“ They satisfied me that my claim is safe," 


forgotten that .by far the greater part of 
Dowite’s incéme is th tithes. I was shown 
proof that there are 150,000 members of his 
chutch, and that tithes collected from all 
over this country and some foreign placed 
amount approximately to $75,000 a month, 
I was shown a letter which announced that 
a check for $50,000 would be received to 
morrow from New York. Another follower 
has promised $200,000. I was further shown 
that on the day the receivership was grant- 
ed a single deposit was made in the Zion 
bank amounting to $11,000, and I was in- 
formed that the vaults today contain §76,- 
000 in cash.” 

This creditor said that he believed the col- 
lapse of Dr. Dowie’s institution impossible 
because of this income from tithes. . 


Pigures on the Zion Debt. 
From other sources it was learned during 
the day that Dr. Dowle’s indebtedness as 
long ago as Oct. 16, 1902, amounted to $880,- - 
000. Of this amount $100,000, so Dowie 
claimed, was not due till 1904 or later. Sineé 
1902 Dowie has bought 1,102 acres of land, 
making a total holding of 7,680 acres. It 
on the last purchase that Dowie owes the 
greater part of his obligations. It is said 
that he paid on an average of $250 an acre. 
An estimate obtained from a source within 
Zion put Dowie’s total present indebtedness at 
$250,00§ including the dividends due on the 
stock of the lace works. These dividends, 
it is deciared, are not due for several months, 
It is asserted, therefore, that $125,000 will 
cover the Restorer’s pressing obligations, 
that amount being inclusive of the $70,000 
in suits filed against him recently, 
“ Dowle is land poor,” said an official whe 
is not a Zionite, but who has an intimate 
knowledge of Zion’s affairs. “* He could te- 
alize enough money on his land to satisfy all ~ 
bis creditors, but he refuses to mortgage it, 
declaring that the scriptures forbid the ber- 
rowing of money. 1 know that the salaries 
and wages due the employés in the industries 
are paid up to two weeks ago.” 


To Pay $62,500 on Monday. 

Next Monday is pay day at Zion, and $62,500 
is due the employés in the lace works and 
other industries. The employés will be paid 
in full, according to the representatives of the - 
receivers. Custodian ,Redieske deciined- te 
divulge the amount of cash found on hand, 
but it is understood that there will be enough 
to meet the pay roll. In the event. of there 
not being sufficient funds for this purpose, the 
receivers could ask an order empowering 
them to borrow. the money, but such action 
has not been taken. 

Serious problems involying the comfort and 
welfare of the community of Zionites during 
the winter are already confronting the re- 
ceivers. Hundreds of families have no money 
except the scrip which Dowle has issued in 
payment of wages. This paper will be hon- 
ored by the custodians, but that does not alter . 
the fact that the management of the general 
stores fs in a chaotic state. Thesupplies have 
run low and several firms have refused fur- 
ther credit. Many families are practically 
without fuel and the prospect of a period of 
general hardship for the people is threat- 


Dr. Dowie’s two state carriages were busy 
all the afternoon whisking the receivers and 
their attorfieys about Zion City. Attorney 
Jacob Newman arrived with Mr. Blount and 
Mr. Currier. He, owever, did not give him 
self up to the weighty considerations of the 
town's finances. Instead he epent the after- 
noon driving about with General Counsel ¥. 
Vv. Barnes. It was Mr. Newman's first visit 
to Zion, and he was curious to inspect the 
tabernacle, the college, the hospice, and the 
factories. 

Receivers Blount and Currier were re- 
ceived by Dr. Dowle at Shiloh cottage, where 
they were conducted by Chief of Police Cari 
Stern.

Director of Chicago and Great Lakes

Instant death yesterday found its second 
victim within two weeks among the officers 
of the Chicago and Great Lakes Dredge and 
Dock company. Late in the morning Fred- 
erick C. Drews, a director of the company, 
was killed by an Illinois Camtral express 
train at Thirty-ninth street, within a few 
feet of where Harry C. Lydon, vice president 
of the company, was stricken with heart 
disease within the fortnight. 

Mr. Drews and Mr. Lydon had been busi- 
ress partners for years, and comprised the 
firm of Lydon & Drews, which recently 
joined the Chicago and Great Lakes com- 
pany. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock Mr. Drews left 
the pumping statton at Thirty-ninth street 
to catch a train downtown. John G. Tatge 
was in the office at the time, and Mr. Drews’ 
urged him to start downtown also. 

“You had better go n. the same train. 


with me,” he said. 
** No, Fred, I'm comfortable. I think I Will 
remain here,”’ Tatge answered. 


Walks Out to His Death. 


When Mr. Drews left the office the em- 
ployés noted that he failed to say good-by. 
This was so unustal that G. A. Lally, the 


‘paymaster, remarked: 


“ He’s a little absent minded since Mr, 
Lydon’s death left so much on his shoulders.” 
Mr. Tatge was looking out across the 
tracks, where three trains were approaching, 
the smoke from a freight engine shutting 


out the view to the south. A locomotive 


whistled, and as the express train roared by 
Mr. Tatge wheeled about. 
“ Boys,” he cried, “that train hit Mr. 


Drews.”’ 
The clerks rushed from the office and 


found their employer’s body beside the track. 


Death had been instantaneous. The am- 
bulance from the Hyde Park police station 
which took Mr. Lydon to his home was the 
same vehicle that was used to carry the 
body of Mr. Drews to Boydston Bros.’ un- 
dertaking rooms, 4227 Cottage Grove avenue, 
The inquest will be held there at 10 o’clock 
today. 

Directed Many Important Works. 
Mr. Drews was for fourteen years an en- 
gineering director of important city and gov- 
ernment contracts on. Lake Michigan. He 
was a member of the firm of Lydon & Drews 
until the dredge and dock company was 
formed. He superintended work on the Hyde 
Park and Chicago avenue water works tun- 
nels for Chicago, directed the work of build- 
ing many bascule bridges along the river, 
and deepened and widened the river under 
the direction of the sanitary board. Among 
his recent notable construction contracts 
were the breakwaters at St. Joseph and 
Michigan City, each costing nearly $400,000. 

Mr. Drews is survived by a.widow and five 
children. He lived at 410 Iowa street, and 
was 60 years of age.

We have not 
yet completed the census of the poorhouse 
and expect to find more fraudulent names.”’ 


“WIRELESS” TROLLEY TESTED. 


Invention Planned to Eliminate Third 
Rail Works Satisfactorily at At- 
lantic City, N. J. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Dec. 3.—[Special.}]— 
The “ wireless’ trolley system invented by 
Leon W. Pullon, a young electrical engineer 
of Philadelphia, was tested today over a mile 
of steam railroad track belonging to the 
Pennsylvania railroad before a number of 
railway men and electricians. A car driven 
by two forty horsepower motors was used 
and the performance satisfied those who were 
present that it could be put into commercial 
operation with certain safety. The system 
does away with the dangerous “ third rail ” 
through the simple use of a magnet. The 
equipment {fs easily adjusted to any car and 
mainly consists of a bar running the entire 
length of the car. This bar is highly mag- 
netized. A feed wire is buried in the ground. 
At intervals of eighteen feet a metal cap, 
four inches in diameter, comes to the surface. 

cap is harmless and has no connection 
with the feed wire. It only becomes charged 
when the metal bar undef the car touches 
the cap. The mag-etic force of the bar draws 
up & copper cylinder held in a box under the 
cap. The copper cylinder remains in contact 
and transmits power so long as the bar 
under the car touches it. When it leaves the 
cap the copper cylinder, by Its own weight, 
falls back into its place and breaks off the 
current.

‘Kaiser’s Work for Peace, 
In congratulating the members of the

He referred to Em- 
peror William’s meetings with the king of 
Italy, the czar of Russia, and the emperor 
of Austria during the summer as factors in 
the settlement which averted war over the 
Macedonian question.

LONDON, Dec. 4; 3 a. m.—All information 
available here indicates the tension between 
Russia and Japan is as acute as ever. Con- 
firmation of any rumored settlement is not 
only still wanting but the story everywhere 
is ridiculed. The St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent of the Telegraph says political ebserv- 
ers there have given no attention to the 
reports Of a settlement because the terms 
stated in the story are utterly inconceivable. 
Meanwhile all dispatches from Japan speak 

of continued excitement and impatience. 


Tokio Doubts Reports, 


A dispatch from Tokio says optimistic re- 
ports received from Burope meet the utmost 
incredulity and are scouted by the public asa 
part of the Russian scheme to dupe Buropean 
nations. Further meetings have been held 
by the conetitutional and progressive parties 
and @ coalition between them against the 
government is regarded as .almost certain. 
The matter is*to be decided at a meeting of 
the leaders of the parties. 

‘It is reported that the Japanese minister in 
St. Petersburg, twice within ten days, has 
demanded a definite reply to Japan’s pro- 
posals. Count Lamedorff, the Russian for- 
eign minister, has expressed his willingness 
to go to Alexandrov to obtain the czar’s sanc- 
tion. to the draft of the reply drawn by 
Baron Rosen and Admiral Alexieff, but the 
continued illness of the czarina hitherto has 
preventeii him from going. It is further re- 
ported the Japanese cabinet on Dec. 1 actu- 
ally gga sending an ultimatum to Rus- 
sia, but the idea eventually was abandoned 
in favor of reinstructing the Japanese min- 
ister in St. Petersburg to resubmit his demand 
for an answer.

BLAIR INDICTED 
FOR FORGERIES 


Former Counsel for St. Louis 
_ World’s Fair Now Held 
Serious Charges, 


LIABLETOLONG SENTENCE 


Is Held to Have Made Fraudulent 
Deeds and Secured Many 
bees Thousands. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—James 
L. Blair, former counsel for the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition, hae been indicted for 
forgery, the offenses being liable to punish- 
ment by imprisonment from ten years to life. 
, There were two indictments returned today, 
each charging forgery in the first degree. 
Each indictment is based on the alleged 
forgery by Blair of a deed of trust to secure 
@ loan from the estate of Peter Blow of St. 
Louis, of which he, as a trustee, had charge. 


Charges in Indictments, 


One indictment alleges that on Deo. 10, 
1896, Blair filed for record a forged deed in 
favor of Michael O’Laughliin and his wife, 
Johanna, to Louis A. Meyer for $12,000, 
Seven notes and property near Fourteenth 
and Spruce streéts were given as security. 

The other indictment charges that on July 
10, 1895, Blair filed a forged deed for $60,000 
in favor of Elizabeth and John Dwyer and 
the St. Louis Trust company, their agent, to 
Otto L. Mersman. It covered eleven notes 
and property at Seventh and Pine streets, 
The indictments also charge Blair with forg- 
ery of the seal of the St. Louis recorder of 


The indictments were assigned to. Judge 
acne G.- Taylor’s division of the Circuit 

Blair gave bond in the sum of $10,000 early 
this evening to answer to the two indict- 
ments against him.

Play is the most important form of organic

Therefore play is a tremendous moral force 
in the life of the child, He is educated, toa 
large extent, for efficiency by his plays 
and games with the group in the schoo! or 
the street. He cannot cry, eulk, or apply 
for help from the adult when at play in the 
group; be must abide by the decision of this

It is therefore the 
duty of all parents to encourage it in their 
own children, and with a spirit.of universal 
parenthood encourage the establishment of 
public playgrounds in our congested dis- 
tricts that all children may have this chance 
to play.

TELLS OF REAL WHISTLER 


CHICAGO MAN WRITES 
ABOUT THE PAINTER 


Arthur Jerome Eddy Gives Reminis- 

cences of Famous Artist, Many of 

- Which, He Says in the “Foreword,” 

Are Personal — Declares Expatria- 

tion Was Caused by the Bitterness 

of American Art Critics—Constant 
Battle Against the World. 


Arthur Jerome Eddy, known to the popu- 
lation of La Salle street's tall buildings as 
Arthur J. Eddy, lawyer and promoter, has 
made a third bid for literary distinction. His 
new book, entitled “‘ Recollections and Im- 
pressions of James A. McNeill Whistler,” ap- 
peared yesterday on the book stands. 

Mr. Eddy’s first book was “ Delight: The 
Soul of Art.” It splashed suddenly into the 
sea of literature, and its eddies still were 
causing murmurs in the Tree studio building 
when Mr. Eddy sent out his second literary 
message, which dealt with the delight of au- 
tomobiling. 


Connects Artist with Chicago. 

The last production contains much to in- 
terest the Chicagoan besides the impressions 
of the great impressionist. It contains a 
vivid story of the founding of Chicago by 
Capt. John Whistler, grandfather of Mc- 
Neill Whistler, and forges a link between 
the artist, who, early tn his career, turned 
his back on America and Chicago, the twen- 
tieth century art center. 

The foreword” states that is 
intended as a tribute to the paihter and 
explains that most of the reminiscences are 
personal. 


“ Many of the anecdotes,” writes Mr. 
dy, “ although, perhaps, caually familiar to 
others, were had from the artist’s own lips. 
The views concerning his art, whether right 
or wrong, were formed while watching him 
at work day after day, and after many in- 
terviews in which, now and tien, he would 
speak plainly concerning art.” 

Mr. Eddy then gives warning that not so 
much as a thought expressed in the book 
must be attributed to the artist unless ex- 
— describes Mr. Whistler 

a “profoun earnest, serious, loving 
and lovable man.” 


Fights Prejudices of World. 

The biographer begins the. unweaving of 
his yarn by declaring that during most of 
his career Whistler fought the prejudices 
of all Europe and of his own country. 

‘He once said,” writes Mr. Eddy, “ with 


’ @ tinge of bitterness in his tone (speaking of 


his critics in America); ‘ One would think the 
American people would back a countryman— 
right or wrong—who is fighting against odds; 
but for thirty years they laughed when the 
English laughed, sneered when they sneered, 
scoffed when they scoffed, lied when they 
lied, until—well, until it has been 

to reduce both nations to submission. 

“** Heaven forbid that the Englishman’s 
one undeniable superiority. denseness be 
challenged; but an Englishman is so honest 
in his stupidity that one loves him for the— 
virtue; whereas the American is a ‘smart 
Aleck’ tn his ignorance, and, therefore, tn- 
tolerable.’”’ 

Mr. Eddy explains that it was the cease- 
less struggle against his critics that devel- 
oped in Mr. Whistler the habits of contro- 
versy and whimsical irritability by which 
he was for a generation more widely known 
than through his art. 


Anecdote of the Ruskin Suit. 

One of the stories told by Mr. Eddy is a 
fragment taken from the trial) of the suit for 
libel brought by Whistler against his most fa- 
mous critic, John Ruskin, who, in describing 
the former’s * Nocturne In Black and Gold,” 
had said that the artist had ‘ flung a pot of 
paint In the public’s face.’ 

“During the trial,” writes Mr. Bddy, 
* one of Whistler’s counsel was upholding 
the painting in a controversy before the 
jury, when one of the counsel of the other 
side called out: 

‘“* You are holding that upside down.” 

“*WNo, I’m not.’ 

“*T tell you you are.’ 

“* How do you know which fs the top and 
which is the bottom? 

“*O, I don’t know; only when I saw it 
hanging in the Grosvenor gallery it was the 
other side up.’” 

Describes Theories of Art. 

The book, as a whole, gives a keen insight 
into the radical theories of art put into exe- 
cution by the artist and states that Whistler 
sought more for the harmonious combina- 
tion of color than for form or anything else.

Now add a 
ecupful of graham flour; mix well, then add 
a tablespoon of melted butter, mix again, 
and, having dissolved half a teaspoon of 
saleratus in a little cola milk, add it to the 
batter. Mix vigorously a minute, fill gem 
pans, made hot and well greased, about two- 


thirds full; and bake fifteen minutes in an 
oven that will brown flour in four minutes.

GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


The department of commerce and labor has 
issued a pamphiet on the subject of macaroni 
wheat in foreign markets, Consul Thackara, 


«| @% Havre, France, writes: “ American wheat 
: will find the greatest competition in that 


coming from Algeria, Tunis, and Russia. 
According to our consul at Marseilles, 895.171 
‘bu imported from New York and Baltimore 
in 1901 were really a hard Canadian wheat, 
most likely grown from Russian seed. Any 
wheat may be tmported Into France for con- 
sumption In the country or for temporary ad- 
mission, In each case the duties are paid. 


- When entered for temporary admission the 


wheat is manufactured into flour, sea bis- 
cults, macaroni, and other edible pastes, and 
the duties are refunded when the manufac- 
tured products are reéxported. Under the 
present custom house rulings the American 
grain can only be imported for temporary ad- 
mission as soft wheat for the manufacture 
and rééxportation of flour and sea biscuit, ag 
the customs authorities do not consider that 
hard wheat suitable for making semolina, 
macaroni, and similar edible pastes has here- 
tofore been grown tn the United States. lam 
assured, however, by the director of customs 
at Havre that if true macaroni wheat grown 
In the United States is imported into France 
it will be received for temporary admission as 
hard wheat, and that macaroni, semolina, 
etc., made from it will be accepted for reéx- 
portation in liquidation of duties paid. An 
outiet for the surplus production of American 
macaroni! wheat may be found in France, 
provided the American shippers can meet the 
prices ruling in the French market for simi- 
lar grain imported from Aigeria, Tunis, and 
the Black sea. The prices on Oct. 27, in bond 
at Marseilies, were 15.50 to 16.50 francs ($2.90 
to $8.18) per 100 kilograms (220.46 pounds), or, 
taking a bushel at 60 pounds, from 81 to 86.6 
cents @ bushel. If American shippers who 
may be desirous of trying the Havre market 
will send samples of their wheat, with lowest 
prices, to H. Collet, 88 Boulevard de Stras- 
bourg; Alfred Cottard, 25 Rue du Lysée; and 
André Dupaquier, 59 Rue de la Bourse, they 
will receive favorable consideration.” 


Southwestern milling interests are spec- 
ulating on the ‘prospective change in the 
quality of wheat raised in that section owing 
to the steady encroachment of hard wheat 
milis on soft wheat territory. According to 
department of agriculture figures, Illinois and 
Missouri produced 25,000,000. bu of hard 
wheat, which was increased this yéar to 
48,000,000 bu, “ Yet the trend toward hard 
wheat,” says the Modern Miller, “ is stronger 
than ever, and the change of soft wheat mills 
to grind hard wheat is accelerated. Many 
mills have entirely’ abandoned the use of 
soft wheat; others turn out both hard and 
soft, and there are numerous mills which 
grind a mixture. The recurrence of short 
crops, the increased favor of Kansas hard 
wheat, and the merciless manipulation in 
St.. Louis, where soft wheat is deliverable on 


contract, has crowded the use of soft wheat 


still farther east. Illinois and Missouri are 
essentially producers of soft red wheat, and 
the time ts ripe for its elimination. Whether 
hard wheat will eventually be grown pre- 
sents only the theoretic view of the situation, 
and there is yet no move toward its intro- 
duction. Manipulation is doing a great in- 
jury to the mills which have an established 
trade in soft wheat flour. It has all but put 
them out of business.

DOES A MODERATE BUSINESS IN 
YESTERDAY'S MARKET. 


New York Movement — Period of 
Commercial Failures Ahead — Re- 
cent Selling of Corn Products 
Shares Understood te Be Without 
Siguificauce — St. Paul Earnings 
Show buat Trifling Gain. 


Chicago commission houses with a general 
public clientage Ji only a moderate busi- 
ness In the New York stock market yes- 
terday. The advance in prices was watched 
with considerable interest, together with 
the bullish announcements which came over 
the wires from New York, These dispatches 
contained nothing specific accounting for 
the rise. It was freely asserted, however, 
that it looked ..ke a bull market. Some 
gold was engaged for export, but the sub- 
treasury also gained freely from the banks. 

But there are those who cannot see in 
such advances as that of yesterday much 
more than the enthusiasm which obtains on 
the floor of the stock exchange when the 
bear side ceases to be popular. There is no 
evidence in Chiecage commission houses of 
public buying of the kind that makes genu- 
ine markets. Some weeks aga there was a 
good inquiry for bonds. But tn a majority 
of the purchases it developed they were of 
@ speculative character. After an advance 
many of these same securities again came on 
tbe market. 

There are a good many things tn the busi- 
ness situation which appear sound. But it 
is idie not to expect a series of commercial 
failures as a result of overexpansion in busi- 
ness in the last three years. That such 
things can be {gnored does not seem probable. 
Already commercial banks are losing seri- 
ously profits from this cause, and it would 
be most unusual if they did not begin to 
curtall credits to an extent that would dis- 
courage speculation. The so-called business 
interests, which, by the way, do not hesitate 
to speculate, will find no encouragement to 
buy securities when the working capita! of 
their business has to be used for such, be- 
cause of disinclination of banks to lend 


freely. 


It was the experience of the New York 
banks last August that heads of large com- 
mercial enterprises were found to be ina 
close place, not because their business had 


failed to prosper at that time but because 


they were heavy losers through the decline 
in securities. There was a notable instance 
of this in the case of a large publishing 


The Break in Corn Products. 


It dévelops that the recent break in Corn 
Products securities was due not to inside 
selling but the selling of an owner ofa large 
quantity of industria? stocks who wearied 
of that class of investments. The orders 
originated in Chicago and were given to 
a local broker to execute at the market. 
This includes several thousand shares of 
preferred and a large amount of common. 
These continuous offerings made a quick 
break tn the price of the two stocks, since 
the market for them is narrow, as they are 
closely held. 

The same person sold several thousand 
shares of Republic Iron and Steel securities 
and caused a break in those two stocks. He 
also sold other industrials, though the or- 
ders were not so large in the latter as in the 
first two named stocks. .
